dimensions:  These  are  a  series  of  overhand  knots  of  overhand  knots  of  varying 

dimensions  and  tightness.  Generally  speaking,  the  string  ones  are  tighter 
than  grass,  yucca,  and  com  leaf  ones. 

Possible  uses:  The  tight  ones  on  the  string  are  often  at  the  ends  to  keep  the  string 

from  unravelling.  The  corn  leaf  ones  may  have  been  for  hanging  up  the  leaf 

have  been 

with  the  cob  inside  for  drying.  Some  of  the  yucca  overhand  knots  may  have 
originally  have  part  of  nooses  or  on  artifacts.  The  grass  overhand  knots  are 
of  no  known  use. 

Temporal  and  Geographical  Range:  In  southwest  Tamaulipas  yucca  and  hard  fiber 

occurred  from  7000  B.C.  to  1750  A.D.,  soft  fiber  from  1800  B.C. 
to  1750  A.D.,  and  the  others  from  300  to  1750  A.D.
